State Department of Agriculture, 
was in Uvalde Friday.

investigating the claims of the 
spineless 
cactus industry, 
un 
account of which had been pub­ 
lished in 
The 
Express 
some 
weeks ago, from 
this section. 
.Mr. I avis stated 
numerous in­ 
quiries had been coming to the 
department 
for information on 
this specie of cactus and for 
that reason he had 
been asked 
to investigate and find out just 
what was 
being done towards 
its production in 
this section. 
After interviewing Home of the 
people who had raised this plant 
Mr. Davis said: 


•‘The growing of 
spineless 
cactus at Uvalde has not reach- 
the stage where its feeding value 
can bo determined by experience 
or 
even 
an accurate estimate 
made of its production per acre. 
When one considers, 
however, 
that what might be considered 
an average specimen under fav­ 
orable conditions, found in .J. C. 
Turm an’s patch where there is a 
plant containing 
eighty-three 
slabs that have grown from tile 
parent 
slat* 
within 
thirteen 
months from 
its plat.ting. Bur- 
tiank’s claim that it will produce 
1(X) tons per acre does not seem 
to be at 
all exaggerated. 
One 
slab w as measured and 
showed 
dimensions of 2 2 inches iii length 
bv l l inches in width, 
it looked 
as if 
it 
might weigh Heven or 
eigiit pounds. 
Whib* til*-* plant 
is Busoeptiblj to the same di­ 
sease that tile wild cactus is and 
seem s less resistant to cold, it 
can be but reasonable to believe 
that it will grow wherever the 
native cactus thrives. 
As all 
Kinds of live stock, poultry, rab­ 
bits, rodents, etc., ar*- very fond 
of it, it would 
lie unwise to at­ 
tempt

without 
proper pi ecaulion for its protec­ 
tion. 
When one considers that 
no matter how dry it 
gets this 
cactus w ill 
afford an 
abundant 
and succulent feed 
without the ) 
necessity of burning away the 
spines it is surprising that stock­ 
men are not giving more atten­ 
tion to its propagation as an in­ 
surance against drought*
